A mass movemént on so large a 
scale cannot but be a serious mat- 
ter.

A heavy percentage of 
those affected have been—as their 
fathers were before them—mem- 
bers of the solid and prosperous Ger- 
man middle class, merchants, man- 
ufacturers, teachers, scientists and 
other representatives of the busi- 
ness.and professional classes. 

The problem, therefore, is not 
merely to transport them where 
they are going, but to have some- 
thing fot them to do when they ar- 
rive, and the capital and tools with 
which to do it. That means the 
creation of a community sufficient- 
ly large and diversified to provide 
opportunity for the exercise of their 
varied trades and talents, or, fail- 
ing in that to fit them for other 
occupations. They have not merely 
to start life anew, but literally to 
found a new succession of genera- 
tion. 

Looking Toward Palestine. 

With those ends in view, there is 
general agreement among Jewish 
leaders that the new mandated state 
of Palestine offers more and bet- 
ter prospects. It has a Jewish pop- 
ulation of 400,000, including the 
modern city of Tel-Aviv, whose pop- 
ulation of 150,000 now thrives on 
what was until. .a few years ago a 
barren sand dune on the shore of 
the Mediterranean Sea. Palestine 
contains large areas suitable 
cultivation. 

Standing at an important gate- 
way to the Orient, possessing or

FORT WORTH, Tex., Jan. 24.— 
As Bureau of Air Commerce ex- 
perts neared today the conclusion 


of their tests on a collection of 
mud-stained and broken airplane 
parts and instruments, picked up 
from an Arkansas swamp near 
Goodwin after the crash Jan. 14 of 
American Airlines “Southerner” it 
appeared probable that the disaster 
in which 17 lost their lives would 
go down in aviation history as an 
unsolved mystery. 

So complete was the wreck, so 
violently was the big Douglas air- 
liner ripped apart as it hurtled 
through the trees half way on its 
run from Memphis to Little Rock 
that instruments were shattered, 
controls were jerked loose from 
their mountings and metal parts 
were bent almost beyond recogni- 
tion. 

Not a Forced Landing. 

Bureau of Air Commerce inspec- 
tors, expert in investigations of air- 
plane crashes, almost always are 


able from eyewitness accounts and 


Sital evidences left by a crash 
‘a foundation upon which they 


can make a sound deduction as to 


its cause. In the crash of the 
Southerner they have been able to 
conclude that the plane went into 
the trees at or near its cruising 
speed of three miles a minute, with 
power on. It was not a forced 
landing. 

But why did Pilot Gerald V. Mar- 
shall, a 40-year-old veteran with 
thousands of flying hours to his 
credit, allow his airplane and his 
passengers to come to such an end? 
What happened to him and his co- 
pilot, Glenn Freeman? In the an- 
swer to those questions lies the so- 
lution of the mystery. It is doubt- 
ful it will ever be found. 

When the Southerner took off 
from Memphis at 7:03 p. m. it had 
enough gasoline in its tanks to fly 
to Fort Worth. It was seemingly 
in perfect mechanical shape. _ Fif- 
teen minutes later, on _ schedule, 
Marshall radioed in that he was 
flying at 2000 feet, that 3000 feet 
above him were scattered clouds, 
that visibility was 15 miles. It 
was an ideal flying night with pilot 
and co-pilot fully able to see the 
ground and the horizon. There was 
no necessity for using instruments 
to maintain the proper altitude and 
on the course. Given proper func- 
tioning of airplane and -engines 


even a tyro could have kept the big 


ship on its course. 
Crashed 20 Minutes Later. 


Yet within 20 minutes after that 
radio contact, the ship had _ de- 
scended to ground level and ripped 
through 800 feet of trees, disinte- 
grating as though from an explo- 
sion. Eyewitnesses told Bureau of 
Air Commerce inspectors that it 
hau struck with both engines run- 
ning. Only one man_ expressed 
doubt that the engines were func- 
tioning properly. He thought, he 
said, that one of them was “spit- 
ting” but while hearing that, he ad- 
mitted, he had not heard the sound 
of the crash itself. 


Since Marshall could have, on a 
second’s notice, radioed either Mem- 
phis or Little Rock, if his engines 
were giving him trouble—and cer- 
tainly would have if a forced land- 
ing impended—the forced landing 
theory was discarded almost at 
once. Flying at 2000 feet, there 
would have been ample time to give 
his position and communicate his 
intentions before landing. As addi- 
tional proof that he was not at- 
tempting a landing, the retractable 
wheels were drawn up, the wing 
flaps used in landing had not been 
let down, and his 
were still in their tubes. 

Eyewitnesses were unanimous,

The late king’s subjects, fore- 
gathering in Parliament Square to 
take their place in line, presented 
a scene rare in British history. 

Sorrowing citizens came through 
the streets in solid phalanxes, some- 
times filling the roadway from curb 
to curb. The only break in the 
continuous public pilgrimage was 
at 6 p. m. 

Royal Family’s Visit. 

Then the hall was cleared as 
King Edward, the widowed Queen 
Mother Mary and other members 
of the royal family came for 15 
minutes of silent tribute. Their 
visit, to gaze upon the face of the 
dead king, was unexpected. 

Outside the Houses of Parlia- 
ment tonight the mourners formed 
a waiting line 10 deep, extending 
the entire length of Millbank road, 
clear to Lambeth -rridge, then 
along the bank of the Thames as 
far as the Tate art gallery, more 
than a mile distant. They waited 
patiently, although it was obvious 
that thousands of them had no 


chance of entering the hall before | 


closing time.

of light amid the shadowy spaces 
of the ancient hall which the late 
King once called “The Heart of 
Our Mighty Empire.”

Rich and 
poor, young and old, they flowed by 
throughout the day at an estimated 
rate of 15,000 persons an hour. 


Many country people, bewildered 
by the whirling traffic of metropl- 
itan London, joined the throng. 

“T wanted to make certain of see- 
ing my King once more,” said one 
old man who had traveled all 
night. 

A line more than a mile long 
swelled outside the hall by noon 
as the first of the ranks, four 
abreast, marched into the great hall 
and past the coffin.

Members of the House barely 
waited to hear the reading of the 
brief veto message before demands 
of “Vote! Vote!” were shouted on 
the floor. Democratic leaders tried 
to delay the vote until Monday, but 
were voted down, 189 to 131. 


Senate Meets Again Monday. 


The Senate does not meet again 
until Monday. Leaders there pre- 
dicted the Senators would join the 
Representatives and make the $2,- 
491,000,000 bill law over the veto. 

Senator Harrison (Dem.), missis- 
sippi, chairman of the Finance 
Committee and a supperter of the 
administration, said: “It is my 
opinion that the veto will not be 
sustained. I shall vote to over- 
ride the veto.” 

In the Senate, where the bill oriz- 
inated, the vote on passage was 74 
to 16. The House accepted the bill, 
346 to 58. 

Senator Clark (Dem.), Missouri, 
an author of the measure, predicted 
not more than 20 votes would be 
cast to sustain the veto as against 
the 33 needed in the Senate. 

In his message to the House, the 
President simply referred Congress 
to his veto message on the bonus 
last year. 

Text of the Message. 


The message follows: 

“To the House of Representa- 
tives: 

“T return herewith without my 
approval, H. R. Bill 9870 entitled 
‘an act to provide for the imme- 
diate payment of World War ad- 
justed service certificates, for the 
cancellation of unpaid interest 
accrued on loans secured by such 
certificates, and for other pur 
poses.’ 

“On May 22, 1935, in disapprov- 
ing a bill to pay the bonus in full 
immediately instead of in 1945, I 
gave in person to a joint session 
of the Congress complete and 
explicit reasons for my action. 

“The bill I now return differs 
from last year’s bill in only two 
important respects: First, it 
eliminates the issuance of unse- 
cured paper currency to make 
the payments required and substi- 
tutes interest - bearing bonds, 
which, however, may be convert- 
ed into cash for face value at 
any time; second, it adds $263,- 
000,000 to the total payments by 
forgiving interest after Oct. 1, 
1931, on amounts borrowed. 

“In all other respects, the cir- 
cumstances, arguments and facts 
remain essentially the same 4s 
those fully covered and explained - 
by me only eight months ago. 

“T respectfully refer the mem 
bers of the Senate and’ of the 
House of Representatives to ev- 
ery word of what I said then.

TAMPA, Fia., Jan. 24. — Police 


Chief R. G. Tittsworth was indict- 
ed by a special grand jury yester- 


day on two charges in connection 
with the flogging of three men on 
Nov. 30 and the death of one of 
them from injuries. Tittsworth was 
arrested and released on $7500 bond. 

The arrest was made on a capias 
issued by Circuit Court Judge Har- 
ry Sandler, after the grand jury 
had returned indictments charging 
Tittsworth with being an accessory 
the fact to the kidnaping 
which preceded the beating, tarring 
and feathering of the three men, 


and being an accessory before the 


fact to the second degree mur- 
der of Joseph Shoemaker, who died 
from the effects of the flogging he 
received, amputation of a limb and 
exposure. 

Robert P. Farriss, 55 years old, 
who was questioned by County So- 
licitor C. J. Hardee in the case of 
Joseph Shoemaker, was found dead 
today in his-car in a locked garage. 
Officers who investigated said Far- 
riss had committed suicide by in- 
haling carbon monoxide. Hardee 
said he had questioned Farriss as to 
his whereabouts the night of Nov. 
30, when the three men were tarred, 
feathered and beaten. He said Far- 
iss had answered questions readily 
and gave an account of his move- 
ments. 

Tittsworth, who ‘was relieved of 
duty Dec. 17 by Mayor R. E. L. 
Chancey, at his own request was the 
tenth man to be indicted in the 
case. The others are: Patrolmen 
Sam E. Crosby, John Bridges, F. 
W. Switzer, Sergt. C. A. Brown; Spe- 
cial Policeman Robert Chappell and 
Cc. W. Carlisle, all of Tampa, and

Last Official Act.

“At noon on that day (Monday), 
propped up in his chair, looking so 
frail and so weak, he received his 
last Privy Council,” said the Arch- 
bishop, who was at Sandringham 
until the end. 

“To the orders constituting the 
council of state, he gave in his 
own clear tones the familiar ‘ap- 
proved’, then he made deliberate 
and repeated efforts, most gallant 
and pathetic, to sign his last state 
paper in his own hand. 

“Then, when the effort was too 
great for him, he turned to his 
council with his last kindly and

all messages to Congress were 
written in longhand, but none has 
gone to the capitol in long hand 
since them. 

While the veto did not come as 


a surprise, the manner of its sud- 
den transmission to Congress today 
upset some calculations. 

The Senate last year upheld the 
veto after the House had overrid- 
den the personally presented plea of 
the President against the legisla- 
tion. 

President Harding in 1922 was 
the first to veto a bonus bill. The 
House overrode him, 258 to 54, but 
the Senate sustained the veto, 44 
to 28. 

President Coolidge in 1924 vetoed 
an “adjusted compensation” bill. 
The House voted him down, 331 to 
87, and the Senate followed suit, 61 
to 27. 

The act providing increase of the 
loan value of veterans’ certificates 
to 50 per cent was vetoed by Presi- 
dent Hoover. The House repassed 
it, 328 to 79, and the Senate by 76 
to 17. 

President Roosevelt's first veto 
was given last May. The Housé 
passed the bill over the veto the 
same day, 322 to 98, but the Senate 
refused to give the two-thirds re- 
quired on a 40-to-54 count.

TORY DISMISSED 
NN‘SPOT REAGAN 
TRIAL FOR MURDER 


8 Thought Defendant Was 
Guilty in Second Degree 
and 4 Argued for Man- 
slaughter. 


A mistrial was declared yesterday 
afternoon in the trial of John J. 
(Spot) Reagan, former profession- 
al bondsman and saloonkeeper, on 
a charge of murder in the killing 
of Clifford Appler, a salesman, 
when a jury in Circnit Judge James 
M. Douglas’ Court, after 23 hours’ 
deliberation, reported inability to 
agree on the degree of punishment. 

The jury foreman, Daniel F. Tan- 
ner, 4152A Russell boulevard, told 
reporters the jury had been divided, 
eight for conviction of second-de- 
gree murder to four for manslaugh- 
ter. On earlier balloting two jurors 
favored a first-degree murder ver- 
dict, seven second-degree murder 
and three manslaughter. The State 
had asked for the death penalty. 

The defense contended Appler 
was shot wher Reagan’s pistol was 
discharged accidentally in a scuf- 
fle after Reagan had ordered Ap- 
pler and others out of the back 
yard of the Reagan apartment at 
4353 Maryland avenue, where they 
had been playing ball. However, 
State witnesses testified the 50-year- 
old defendant knocked Appler down 
with the butt of his pistol and then 
shot him. 

Choice of Four Verdicts. 

Under the Court’s instructions, the 
jury could have returned one of 
four verdicts—first or second-degree 
murder, manslaughter or acquittal. 
First-degree murder is punishable 
by death or life imprisonment, sec- 
ond-degree by imprisonment for 
from 10 years to life and man- 
slaughter by terms ranging down 
from 10-year imprisonment to a jail 
term or a $500 fine. 

After the jury was discharged the 
Court took under advisement an 
oral motion by Reagan's counsel for 
his release on bond. He has been 
in City Jail since his arrest in Kan- 
sas City last June. He had been 
a fugitive for more than two years 
after the shooting May 11, 1933. 
Assistant Circuit Attorney John L. 
Sullivan said he would seek an 
early retrial. 

The case went to the jury late 
Wednesday a‘ternoon. Yesterday 
morning the jurors reported they 
could not agree but were sent back 
to their room by Judge Douglas, 
who urged them to “exert every ef- 
fort” to reach a verdict. They were 
still deadlocked when asked for a 
report at 3:40 p. m. The Court then 
ordered a mistrial. 

No Similar Case Recalled. 

Court attaches could not recall a 
similar case here in which jurors, 
while agreed from the first that 
some punishment should be as- 
sessed, could not settle on a degree 
of guilt. Juries frequently, after 
having first decided on the degree, 
as of first or second degree murder 
or manslaughter, have been unable 
to arrive at a penalty and have 
asked the Court to assess it. In 
yesterday’s case, however, since the 
jury specified no degree, the Court 
was without authority to fix punish-

a radio call that would have been 
picked up by American Airlines op- 
erators standing watch gll over 
the country. Otherwise, the en- 
gines would have been brought 
down to idling speed, flares would 
have been dropped, landing lights 
turned on, flaps let down. 

The indications that the plane 
was losing altitude would have been 
plain even to the novice pilot, in the 
readings of the flight instruments, 
and even to passengers in the 
plane by a simple glance below. 

Assuming that the plane was tak- 
en out of its pilots’ hands—by any 
circumstance—at 2000 feet, the 
flight altitude reported in the only 
radio contact, it is likely that it 
would take three to five minutes to 
descend to the ground level. 

Pilots customarily fly their air- 
planes so that they are in trim and 
tend to stay on a level course. Since 
the Southerner did actually descend, 
apparently at cruising speed, it may 
be possible that it was being flown 
in a slightly nose-heavy condition, 
so that release of the controls would 
cause it to start down at from 400 
to 800 feet a minute. The swath 
which it cut through the trees when 
it struck indicated that the nose of 
the plane was only slightly below 
a normal level flying position. 

Impossible te Determine. 

The same relatively. slow descent 
could have been achieved, provid- 
ing the plane was trimmed for level 
flight, by slightly retarding’ the 
throttles. Whether that, or a slight- 
ly nose-heavy condition was respon- 
sible for the descent probably will 
never be known, since the stabiliz- 
er assembly, used to trim the plane 
in flight, was smashed beyond hope 
of recognition, and the throttles 
were torn from the cockpit and 
hurled into the waters of the 
swamp. 

Had Marshall been alone in the 
airplane, there would be ground for 
concluding that he had died of nat- 
ural causes at the controls, but not 
even by the longest stretch of the 
imagination can it be said to be 
likely that both pilots died at once 
leaving their plane to hurtle down 
a long descending path into the 
trees.

But examination of the propellers

blades, that the tips were not torn 
off until the plane struck the trees. 


A Demented Passenger. 


What then? Could a demented 
passenger have shot or slugged 
both pilots? That is possible. Air- 
line custom has been to allow pas- 
sengers, escorted by the steward- 
ess, to enter the control room one 
at a time, to observe the pilots at 
work, It would be easy for a maniac 
to shoot both men as they sat at 
the controls, but the theory is as 
bizarre as the most outlandish of 
detective novels.

Second Pistol Sought. 

Incidentally the pistol was the 
only weapon found by inspectors, 
who have concluded that at least 
one of the pistols carried by the 
pilots was picked up at the scene 
of the crash and kept as a sou- 
venir of the most disastrous crash 
in American flying history. 

When the first eye witness to 
the crash arrived at the scene, 
they found the body of one of the 
passengers, whose name is being 
withheld, lying ahead of the bodies 
of the two pilots. This was at first 
regarded as indicating the possibil- 
ity that this passenger may have 
been in the control cabin in the 
nose of the plane when it struck. 

On the other hand, the position 
of the body may have been one of 
the unusual circumstances caused 
by the terrific impact when the 
fuselage of the plane, with the 
wings already torn off, struck a 
heavy tree and split from end to 
end, throwing its human cargo far 
ahead. Not far from the passen- 
ger’s body was one of the engine 
cylinders which had been hurled 
against a tree. 

Not a Bullet Hole. 

Among the junk picked up after 
the crash was a small metal fitting 
with a jagged hole in it. Inspec- 
tors assigned to the inquiry are 
of the opinion the hole was not 
made by a bullet, as has been 
stated, but that some sharp object 
punched it when the plane hit the 
ground. 

The inquiry being made here is 
by Inspectors Jack Jaynes and 
O. L. Wallace, who expected to 
conclude their examination of 
parts and instruments today. The 
inquiry at Memphis is in charge 
of Inspector B. M. Jacobs. Their 
reports will be sent to Washington 
where the Bureau of Air Com- 
merce is expected to make a pub- 
lic statement on the accident with- 
in the next two weeks, giving the 
results of their findings.

A rider provided $296,- 
185,000 for paying benefits to farm- 
ers under contracts made under the 
AAA before the Supreme Court on 
Jan. 6 held the act unconstitution- 
al.

Certified public accountants who 
made a special audit for the Coun- 
ty Court of the accounts of Sheriff 
Philip G. Deuser, covering the ex- 
pense to taxpayers of feeding pris- 
oners in the St. Louis County jail 
at Clayton, filed a report today 
with the court showing that last | 
year it cost $3576.09 more to feed 
fewer prisoners from July to No- 
vember, inclusive, than from. Feb- 


yuary to June. 

The Sheriff was allowed a max- 
imum of 75 cents a day for food 
for each prisoner and claims as his 
own any saving he may make from 
this allowance, in additon to his 
salary, which is limited to $10,000 
a year from the fees of the office. 


The auditors also found in their 
investigation that an average man 
doing hard physical work ordi- 
narily consumes, when well fed, 
from three and one-half to four and 
three-fourths pounds of food a day, 
whereas the average amount of 
food consumed the latter part of 
last year by idle prisoners, as 
shown by Sheriff Deuser’s invoices 
covering purchases for the jail, was 
approximately eight pounds a day. 

Comparison With Kuspital. 

The auditors also looked into the

cost of feeding patients and em- 
ployes at county hospital for the 
purpose of comparison with jail 
costs. They discovered that the 
- prisoners are living better as to 
food than the hospital patients and 
employes, if the cost of food can 
be used as a criterion for good liv- 
ing. In this connection, the re- 
port shows, the average cost of 
feeding prisoners was approxi- 
mately 61% cents a day, and hos- 
pital costs just under 59 cents. 

An examination of invoices of a 
grocery company, obtained from- 
Sheriff Deuser, shows, ioceaiinn te

She testified yesterday = she 
thought it was an appendectomy. 
Asked if she would have consented 
to be sterilized had she been con- 
sulted, she retorted: “Most cer- 
tainly not!” 

The witness, rated at 11 years 
mentally by a psychiatrist, testi- 
fied for almost an hour concerning 
the operation in 1934, the basis of 
her $500,000 damage suit against her 
mother, Mrs. Maryon Hewitt Mc- 
Carter; the psychiatrist, Mrs. 
Mary Scally; the diagnostician, Dr. 
Tilton E. Tillman, and the surgeon, 
Dr. Samuel G. Boyd. 

At the close of the hearing, Mu- 
nicipal Judge ‘Sylvain J. Lazarus 
told Miss: Hewitt: “You are a won- 
derul witness. It isn’t often we 
have people here who testify as 
clearly and intelligently as you 
have.” 

He said he would announce his 
decision Tuesday. 


“Asinine Questions.” 

Miss Hewitt, a tiny figure in the 
witness chair, told of suffering se- 
vere abdominal pains and of being 
examined by Dr. Tillman, “who 
looked at me and said he guessed 
I should have my appendix re- 
moved,” and by Mrs. Scally, who 
asked “asinine questions.” 

She said Mrs. Scally represented 
herself as a nurse and did not tell 
her she was giving a mental test. 

Miss Hewit, wno speaks French 
fluently, told of correcting Mrs. 
Scally’s pronunciation of a French 
word. 

“Never dispute a psychiatrist,” re- 
marked Judge Lazarus. “She prob- 
ably marked you down a couple of 
points for that.” 

Miss Hewitt testified “at no time 
did Dr. Tillman or Dr. Boyd take 
my temperature, feel my pulse or 
take a blood count.” : 

A Grownup Young Woman. 

Anne B. Lindsay, a nurse who 
attended Miss Hewitt, said Dr. 
Boyd told her: “I have a case that 
Dr. Tillman sent me—a 19-year-old 
girl with the mentality of a child 
of 11, who has a sex complex. I’ve 
got to do somehting to protect her 
and her family.” 

Miss Lindsay described her sur- 
prise at seeing Miss Hewitt, “an 
entirely normal girl—a grownup 
young woman. I had expected a 
moron. I was absolutely taken off 
my feet.” 

She said Dr. Boyd later said he 
did not think Miss Hewitt was 
mentally backward but that he had 
accepted Dr. Tillman’s findings. 

Judge Lazarus said to Miss Lind- 
say:. 

“I agree with you that Ann is a 
most attractive girl. She has a fine 
sense of humor, too. 


THREE VILLAGES IN NEW YORK 
HEAVILY DAMAGED BY FIRE 


Isolated by Snowdrifts as Gale 
Spreads Flames in Sub-zero

nor anyone in authority, will dis- 
cuss the program until it is nearer 
maturity, he is eminently qualified 
to describe the ‘nature of the prob- 
lem. He did so for the Post-Dispatch. 

“The situation of 430,000 Jews in 
Germany is becoming increasingly 
difficult,” he said to the writer. “I 
do not allude especially to intern- 
ment camps, or what might be 
called ‘atrocities,’ but the relentless 
pressure of the Government—and 
virtually every branch of the Gov- 
ernment—is making it utterly im- 
possible for the average German 
Jew to earn a living. 

“Economically, they are being 
squeezed out of existence. Most of 
the businesses and professions in 
which they were engaged, and for 
which they are fitted by training, 
are now closed to them by law, and 
the patronage of the remainder has 
been automatically reduced to nearly 
nothing. They have simply got to 
move, and to them the biggest place 
in the world now is Palestine. More 
than 35,000 have already gone there, 
and 20,000 more are expected to go 
within a year.” 


“What do they do when they get 
there?” “Naturally, most of them try 
to find occupations similar to those 
they had in Germany. That is not 
easy, because Germany is a highly 
diversified country, and Palestine 
is yet comparatively undeveloped. 
This means, for one thing, that 
many who are accustomed to indus- 
trial work or white collar jobs must 
go into agriculture, which means, in 
turn, that land must be provided 
for them, and they must be trained 
to cultivate it. 

“What is the solution for those 
who have been conspicuously suc- 
cessful in Germany and thereby ac- 
cumulated much capital or prop- 
erty?” “That is one of the gravest 
problems. The export of money 
from Germany is prohibited. When 
goods are exported, the proceeds 
must be returned to Germany, or 
the exporter is held responsible. An 
exception to this law has been 


made for Jews, to this extent, that ithe assistance of German Jews has 


goods of the net value of $5000 
may be sent out of the country, 
after the imposition of a tax of 25 
per cent. 

“To facilitate this movement, a 
Jewish organization has been es- 
tablished, with one end represented 
in Berlin and the other in Pales- 
tine. It is called the Haavara. If 
a German Jew is fortunate enough 
to have $5000, he deposits it with 
the Berlin office of the Haavara, 
which undertakes to purchase and 
export the goods, and transfer the 
proceeds to the Palestine office, 
where the money will be waiting 
when its owner arrives. If the 
German Jew is a _ producer, the 
Haavara similarly attends to the 
export and sale of his goods and 
the deposit of the proceeds in Pales- 
tine, or the delivery of the goods 
themselves, if he prefers it. 

“The organization must watch 
closely to prevent its facilities be- 
ing used for commercial trade, or 
otherwise subjected to abuses which 
might invoke the wrath of the Ger- 
man Government, and thus endan- 
ger the whole machinery.” 

“The protectorate which Great 
Britain exercises over Palestine un- 
der a League of Nations mandate 
actually affords a greater degree 
of control than exists over the do- 
minions, and one of its powers is 
to regulate immigration. Anyone 
with $5000 in money or property is 
admitted. 

“Others must have labor certifi- 
cates, each showing that the holder 
has a job that will enable him to 
support himself and those depen- 
dents which he brings with him. 

“That is another instance where 
help must be provided in advance,” 
Lipsky pointed out, “and that re. 
quires funds and organization in 
Palestine, Germany and elsewhere. 
New industries must be started. 
New orange groves must be plant- 
ed; new farms must be laid out. 
and implements provided. Last year | 


the British issued 9500 labor cer-' 


tificates. Each holder brings an 
average of two to three depend- 
ents. Their subsistence must be 
guaranteed in advance. 

“A community formed in this way 
possesses a peculiar faculty for aug- 
menting itself. Nearly every new 
arrival has relatives or dependents 
somewhere waiting for an oppor- 
tunity to join him. During the pe- 
riod of great emiration to America, 
whole villages in Russian Poland 
were depopulated. A population of 
400,000 in Palentine is automatically 
good for 40,000 new immigrants 
each year.” 

Development of Palestine. 

“Has the transplantation of Ger- 
man Jews, skilled in the German 
technique of business and industry, 
produced visible results in Pales- 
tine?” he was asked. “Yes. In Tel- 
Aviv there are establishments so 
modern they make you gasp. You 
wonder how the devil they had the 
nerve. A former Jewish owner of 
a great German metallurgical busi- 
ness has built a plant. Plans are 


under way for the construction of} 


oil refineries to draw from the 
fields of Mesopotamia. 


“When I see 430,000 Jews in Pal- 
estine, most of them skilled in pro- 
ducing and selling, and 4,000,000 ag- 
ricultural Arabs just beginning tc 
wake up to what they need, I can 
see the beginning of a new eco- 
nomic empire. Standing at the 
gate of the Orient, the Jew is the 
natural salesman of Western cul- 
ture and Western products.” 

“But isn’t religious antipathy a 
serious obstacle to trade between 
Jews and Arabs?” “It shouldn’t 
be. Their religious literature is 
much the same. The Arabs start 
with Abraham. Moses is one of 
their great figures. If it hadn’t 
been for a feller named Mohammed 
—’’ Lipsky broke into the vernacu- 
lar with a rueful grin, but added. 
“That can be worked out, too, I 
think.” 


In tentative plans discussed by 
the English and American Jewish

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 24.— 
President Roosevelt was appealed 
to today by Harry Pridges, presi- 
dent of the San Francisco Council 
of the Maritime Federation of the 
Pacific, to intervene in what 
Bridges called a coastwise lockout.

“It is a nationwide conspiracy of 
waterfront employers, shippers and 
allied financiai interests,” he said, 
“to wipe out the maritime unions of 
the Pacific Coast.” 

The maritime federation, through 
Bridges.and Marvyn ne, sec* 
retary of the San Francisco Bay 
District Council, appealed to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, Secretary of La- 
bor Perkins and other officials for 
a congressional investigation. 

Reply of Shippers. 

Thomas G. Plant, president of the 
San Francisco Waterfront Employ- 
ers’ Association, said: “No lockout 
is contemplated, but employers must 
insist that all maritime and long- 


“shoremen unions scrupulously ob- 


| 


serve their contracts with us if we 


are to continue relations with them. 

“The maritime federation and the 
West Coast unions that have fallen 
under its domination, openly advo- 
cate utter disregar for labor con- 
tracts and arbitration awards.” 

Plant said employers would “wel- 
come a complete and thorough Gov- 
ernment investigation of the Pa- 
cific Coast maritime labor situation 
—in fact, we have been earnestly 
endeavoring for months to bring 
about just such an impartial in- 
quiry.” 

Years of Controversy. 

Bridges said decision on a lock- 
out came after a long series of con- 
ferences of shipping interests. 

Back of the dispute are years of 
controversy between employer and 
employe groups along coast water- 
fronts, chiefly in San Francisco. 
In 1934, a longshoremen’s dispute 
resulted in a general strike in the 
San Francisco Bay area. 

At present, 62 steam schooners, 
operating in coastwise service, are 
tied up by demands of crews for 
higher wages and shorter work 
weeks.

Pledge of Money to Shareholders 
Who Filed Claims Against Him 
Disclosed in London,

LONDON, Jan. 24.—The Chan- 
cery division of the courts today 
announced that John (Jake the 
Barber) Factor, Chicago securities 
operator, had agreed to pay $1,300,- 
000 to British shareholders who 
had filed claims against him. 

Factor’s agreement was disclosed 
when the court began the hearing 
of an application by a senior Offi- 
cial receiver for three firms, who 
asked for directions for the disposi- 
tion of the fund extracted “from 
the notorious share-pusher in 
America,” as he described him.

IN INTELLIGENCE TEST 


Pote to Vault for Food 
Out of Reach—Gorilla 
Gives Up. 


Use 


Sammy and Lady, two of the For- 
Park Zoo's smarter ‘ chim- 
panzees, were not stumped this af- 
ternoon when placed in a cage 
there in which grapes, bananas 
and carrots hung from the ceiling, 
but seized a long pole and vaulted 
to reach the food. 

Sammy and Lady, with two other 
chimpanzees and Yonnoh, the go- 
rilla, were the subjects of an ex- 
periment conducted by George P. 
Vierheller, the Zoo’s director, to 
determine what the animals could 
do toward adopting means to reach 
a desired end. 

Jack, another chimpanzee, also 
got some of the food, but in doing 
so proved that he was no gentle- 


man by taking advantage of Lady. 
Billy, the fourth chimpanzee, storm- 
ed about in impotent rage when 
his efforts were futile. Yonnoh 
gazed longingly at the food, but it 
never occurred to her that she 
could do anything to reach it. 

An assortment of boxes, chairs 
ladders, tables, and the pole con- 
stituted the equipment available 
for the use of the animals. Each 
animal was put into the cage 
separately, 

Sammy, annoyed by the presence 
of reporters and photographers 
just outside the cage, devoted him- 
self at first to showing his dis- 
pleasure, but finally put two or 
three boxes on a chair, and climbed 
on top of them. They collapsed just 
as Sammy found out that he had 
not built them high enough. Then 
the pole was placed in the cage, 
and Sammy, measuring the _ dis- 
tance with his eyes, vaulted up to 
seize a metal ring which enabled 
him to reach the fruit. 

Lady pulled a table directly be- 
neath the fruit, and put two boxes 
on top of the table. Still short of 
the goal, she turned to the pole. 
Her leap was hardly correct pole 
vaulting form, but she did manage 
to scramble up the pole and hang- 
ing from a ring, munched a banana 
contentedly. 

Jack, put into the cage with 
Lady, watched her climb up the 
boxes and followed. Neither could 
reach the food, however, until 
Jack jumped on Lady’s back and 
from there to the metal ring. 

The only thing that occurred to 
Billy as being helpful in the situa- 
tion was to try to jump from a lad- 
der at the side of the cage and 
from there to the food. His eight 
unsuccessful leaps proved that per- 
severance is sometimes without its 
reward. 

Sammy again demonstrated his 
skill as a pole vaulter when the 
food was raised about 15 feet above 
the floor. He turned to the pole 
once more and reached the food 
after he had been unsuccessful in 
piling boxes on the table. 

This was the third time the ex- 
periment has been conducted at the 
Zoo. When the animals become 
more proficient, Vierheller expects 
to put the act on as part of the 
regular show in the Primate House.

So much for the parents of the 
baby that was born shortly after 
10 o'clock of the morning of the 
twenty-third of June of the year 
of grace 1894.

His great-grandmother 
(who was to spend the next few 
years making up parcels of warm 
woolen underwear for her grand- 
son’s rapidly increasing family)—

The other four, which 
were added for good measure, rep- 
resented the patron saints of En- 
gland, Scotland, Ireland and Wales 
respectively. 

With these names and the oblig- 
atory silver mugs of the four god- 
fathers or their widows, we can 
now safely leave him to his nur- 
sery in White Lodge, the old keep- 
ers lodge of the house which Car- 
dinal Wolsey had built himself 
within a short distance of London 
when he enjoyed the favor of his 
rather undependable royal master, 
bluff old King Henry VIII. 

A Much-Used Cradle.

they were given half a chance. 
Opinion 35 Years Ago. 

And here we reach a point which 
is of the utmost importance, not 
only to the vast British dominions, 
but to the future of the entire 
world and which well deserves our 
most careful consideration. 

I happen to be 12 years older 
than the King. Like a great many 
of my readers, I have therefore a 
very clear recollection of the senti- 
ments that prevailed among the 
majority of the people while the 
little Prince (who did not become 
Prince of Wales until’ much later 
in life) was learning to ride his 
first pony and was being told that 
great-grandmamma was much too 
great a lady to be kissed on the 
cheek. One kissed Her Majesty's 
dimply old hand and then onlv 
with very noticeable expressions of 
the utmost respect. 


Well, I think that most of us 
who have now reached the half 
century mark (when we care to 
be entirely honest with ourselves), 
will confess that 35 years ago we 
thought that the institution of roy- 
alty, even the institution of a 
scrupulously careful constitutional 
sort of royalty, was very decidedly 
running on its last legs. I do not 


mean to imply that there was any 
personal bitterness in this feeling. 
None of us, at least in the north- 
ern part, of Europe, had any reason 
to dislike our sovereigns, who as 
a rule were amiable and well-man- 
nered old gentlemen with side 
whiskers and ample golden watch 
chains, or their rather dowdy con- 
sorts, who were given to pony carts 
and good works. 
Age of Enlightenment. 

But the nineties of the last cen- 
tury were the heyday of the great 
age of enlightenment. Public igno- 
rance was rapidly disappearing be- 
fore the rising sun of a carefully 
planned system of wholesale educa- 
tion. Soon a sovereign people would 
no longer need the guiding hand of 
their betters who were supposed to 
hold their high office by the grace 
of Providence. Everywhere Par- 
liaments were extending their pow- 
er. Newer and better Constitutions 
were the order of the day. 

Even the monarchs themselves 
seemed to have noticed the hand- 
writing on the wall and were put- 
ting aside a little money for a 
rainy day, heavily investing in 
American railroad stock so that 
when the rainy day actually came, 
they might peacefully retire and 
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educate their sons and daughters 
to become self-supporting engineers 
and respectable housewives. That 
was exactly 35 years ago. 

Royalty Firmly Entrenched. 
Today that party of royalty that 
was weighed and found wanting 
has been rudely swept aside and 
the entire fabric of their useless 
lives has been destroyed beyond all 
hope of repair. But that other part 
of royalty, that was also thrown 
into the dangerous cauldron of 
war and revolution but survived 
the ordeal, seems to be more firmly 
entrenched in its ancient privileges 
and prerogatives than ever before. 
It would now be almost as prepos- 
terous to suggest to an English- 
man or a Swede or a Hollander or 
a Belgian that he change his form 
of government from a monarchy 
to a republic as.it would be if a 
member of one of those nationali- 
ties were to advise us to abolish the 
office of President and to fill the 
White House with a Sultan or a 
King. 

What does all this have to do 
with a babe in a cradle in a small 
house in a London suburb, even if 
he has seven names, three of them 
those of mighty potentates and four 
of them those of equally mightly 
saints? Just about everything, as I 
shall try to show you.

Boston Merchant Announces Plans 
for Their Establishment in 
Large Cities.

BOSTON, Jan. 24.—Plans for an 
organization of co-operative depart- 
ment stores on a nation-wide scaie 
have been announced by Edward 
A. Filene, Boston merchant. Filene 
has furnished $1,000,000 as capital 
for the consumer distribution cor- 
poration, which would be the pur- 
chasing agency and the directional 
head of stores to be established in 
large cities in various sections of 
the country.

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Purported Confession in Hus- | 
band Killing Offered at 
Murder Trial.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Jan. 24.—Mrs. 
Daisy Alexander Root’s purported 
confession that she killed her hus- 


band, Brenton Root, after a night 
club quarrel over a red-haired cig- 
arette girl, was offered as evidence 
in her murder trial today. 
In the alleged confession, Mrs. 
Root said that she slapped Root 
twice at the night club after he 
called Lucile Underwood by such 
terms as “Sweetheart” and “Sugar.” 
She told how she later, in a jeal- 
ous rage, drove to the home of her 
estranged husband, awakened him 
and killed him with bullets from 
a pistol he had taught her to shoot. 
Judge Phil Wallace permitted the 
confession to be read to the jury 
over defense opposition. 
Root, 32-year-old son of the Rev. 
Benjamin Franklin Root, Chicago 
clergyman, was shot to death at 
his home early the morning of Nov. 
3. The night club party quarrel 
preceded his death by a few hours. 
“Reconciliation Party.” 
Mrs. Root told, the prosecution 
contended, of being separated from 
her husband since April, but that 
they planned the Saturday night 
“reconciliation party.” She named 
the other guests at the club and 
told of finding Miss Underwood and 
Guy Scates, a member of the party, 
engaged in conversation about her 
husband. 
“Lucille Underwood, before Mr. | 
Root and I separated,” she said in| 
the purported confession, “would 
call Mr. Root up at our home, now 
and then, over the telephone, and 
he did talk to her in my presence. 
Some of the time she would call me 
to verify the fact that Mr. Root 
was out of town. 

“IT went.to Miss Underwood and | 
told her I wanted to buy a package 
of cigarettes, and she said, ‘I know 
who you are; you are Daisy.’ 

“Miss Underwood and I walked 
over to the table where Mr. Root | 
was sitting, and I told Mr. Root | 
to buy some cigarettes from her. | 
After I told Mr. Root to buy the 
cigarettes, he said to Miss Under- 
wood: ‘All right, sweetheart, give 
me a package of cigarettes.’ 

“I slapped Mr. Root, and then I 
told him again to buy a package of 
cigarettes, and he said to Miss Un- 
derwood: ‘All right, sugar, give me 
a package.’ And I slapped him 
again.” 

She said she later told Miss Un- | 
derwood she was sorry for making | 
a disturbance and “Miss Underwood 
told me that it wasn’t her fault, she 
had tried to get Brit to go back to 
me, and I told Miss Underwood he 
was trying to get me to go back to 
him.” 

Miss Underwood told her, she 
said, that “Brit came by to see her 
that night.” She said she later 
asked her husband if he went to 
see Miss Underwood “and he re- 
fused to answer.” The party broke 
up after that, she said, and she 
went to the home in which she had 
lived since the separation. 

Story of Killing. 

She told of borrowing the auto- 
mobile of Mr. and Mrs. George B. 
Sammons. 

“I drove around for a while,” the 
confession continued, “and then 
drove to my husband’s home on 
Kimball avenue... . and I walked 
in. 

“When I got in the house, my 
husband was in bed, and I turned 
on the light and woke him up and 
he sat up in bed,” she continued. 
“I do not remember exactly what 
I said. When he sat up in bed, I 
shot him, but I did not take any 
aim, I just pointed the gun at him. 
At some time, my husband said, 
‘Daiys, don’t.’ After I shot 
him he fell off the bed on to the 
floor, and I ran to the telephone in 
the next room and told the opera- 
tor to send an ambulance.” 

She then told of accompanying 
her husband to the hospital in an 
ambulance. He died on the way. 

Yesterday’s Testimony. 

Deputy Sheriff Hugh Bertschi tes- 
tified yesterday that after the shoot- 
ing he saw an automobile parked 
near the Root home, and in it he 
found a purse with a card bearing 
the name of Mrs. Daisy Root. The 
keys to the car were on a dresser 
in the Root house. While he exam- 
ined the automobile, he said a man 
giving his name as “Sammons” ap- 
proached him and claimed the car. 
Bertschi said he permitted the man 
to drive away. 

The trial was interrupted yester- 
day as Mrs. Benjamin F. Root, 
mother of the dead man, broke 
down and sobbed under questioning. 
The 60-year-old Mrs. Root, frail and 
nervous, told of the death of her 
only son. She said that she had 
visited with him until 12 days prior 
to the shooting. She testified that 
her daughter-in-law had been kind 
to her during a siege of illness, tak- 
ing her to a hospital and visiting 
her there. As she recalled these 
visits, tears welled in her eyes again, 
and the defendant buried her face 
in her hands.

The films are also of aid in dif- 
ferentiating between certain disor- 
ders of the aorta, the great artery 
leading from the heart. In old age 
the walls of the aorta tend to be- 
come thickened and less elastic. 
Thus the waves on the film are not 
as pronounced. 


In the disorder of the aorta 
caused by syphilis, the walls of the 
artery become thinner and waves 
appear greater than they normally 
should. Thus it is possible to dis- 
tinguish between different forms of 
aortic disease. 


Use of the kymograph frequently 
proves of value in differentiating 
between aneurysms, sacs formed by 
the dilation of an artery, and tu- 
mors. Very few tumors show 
movement, whereas most aneurysms 
do. 


students at the Washington Univer- 
sity School of Medicine. 

Dr. Wendell G. Scott of the Mal- 
linckrodt Institute of Radiology 
explained how the device works. 
With Dr. Sherwood Moore, direc- 
tor of the institute, he made the 


drawings from which the machine 
was built by a local X-ray firm. 


Only two kymographs, as the ma- 
chines are called, were in use in 
this country when Dr. Scott and 
Dr. Moore began their work nine 
months ago, according to an offi- 
cial spokesman for the St. Louis 
Medical Society, who first called a 
Post-Dispatch reporter’s attention 
to the new apparatus. 

The two roegtgenologists exhibit- 
ed their device at the Southern 
Medical Association meeting here 
Nov. 19, and since then two others 
like it have been made. 

How Machine Works. 

This is the way it works: The pa- 
tient stands with his chest against 
a metal plate. The plate is pierced 
by narrow horizontal slits. Behind 
it is an X-ray film. 

A tube containing the X-rays 
stands in back of the patient. Then 
the X-ray current is turned on for 
one second, during which time the 
film behind the pierced metal plate 
moves downward. As the rays pass 
through the body, each exposed 
part of the heart, as it expands 
and contracts, leaves a wavy record 
on its segment of the film. 

The heart appears as a solid 
white mass on the film. On eith- 
er side of it the lungs are seen as 
dark areas. The heart is outlined 
by wavy blocks, each block repre- 
senting the exposure of a segment 
of the heart during one second. 

Not only movements of the heart 
but also movements of the stom- 
ach, intestines, joints and _ dia- 
phragm can be studied from films 
taken by the kymograph, Dr. Scott 
explained. Additional studies are 
being made at the radiology insti- 
tute to record the type of move- 
ment displayed by the chest and 


‘\ diaphragin in coughing, sneezing, 


hiccoughing and laughing. 

Another Machine Demonstrated. 

At the meeting this morning, Dr. 
Scott also demonstrated his kymo- 
scope, an instrument uesd in show- 
ing how the organ studied actually 
moves. The observer looks through 
a shutter. Behind the shutter the 
film taken by the kymograph 
moves up and down. 

‘But the observer sees only the 
downward movement, since the 
light goes off each time the film 
is moving back up. ._ When the 
film is seen that way, wavy lines 
appear to move, making it appear 
like a movie of the organ in action. 

Both pieces of apparatus were 
designed by Dr. Scott. He is an 
instructor in X-ray at thé medical 
school and is assistant roentgenol- 
ogist at Barnes Hospital. 

In his address, Dr. Scott related 
the case of a 38-year-old farmer 
who wes unable to. work or take 
any exercise because of shortness 
of breath. Films of his heart 
showed there was a dense band of 
adhesions between the heart, lungs 
and diaphragm which stopped all 
movement in the right border. 

An operation was performed and 
the adhesions removed. Within 13 
days movements of the heart were 
more vigorous and in a short time 
the patient returned home. Now he 
can do light tasks and is recover- 
ing. Had he been examined merely 
with a fluoroscope, a screen used to 


Cost Not Great. 


The apparatus for recording 
movement of orgaus and structures 
of the body is relatively simple and 
inexpensive, Dr. Scott says. The 
cost of the kymogram is the same 
as that of the regular chest plate. 

The film is a permanent record, 
he points cut, It may be studied at 
leisure and compared with other 
records from time to time during 
the course of a disease. 


Until recently the only clinical 
means for routine investigations of 
the movements of an organ or 
structure has been the use of the 
fhicroscope. But that is not en- 
t-rely satisfactory because frequent- 
ly movements are so small and 
quick that they cannot be accurate- 
ly followed by the eye. 

Moreover, studies with the fluo- 
roscope are only observations by 
an individual. The only record of 
such studies are the notes cof the 
observer. 


Tests in Europe. 

-In 1911 a Polish physiologist, B. 
Sabat, adapted the moving slit cam- 
era of the physiology laboratory so 
that it could be used to study the 
movements of the heart by means 
of the X-ray. He thereby inaugu- 
rated this new and accurate meth- 
od for graphically recording func- 
tional movements on a single X-ray 
film. 

Others worked along the same 
line but were handicaped by the 
inability of manufacturers to devel- 
op X-ray tubes strong enough to 
stand the high voltage necessary in 
making films showing motion. 
When they succeeded, Dr. Pleikart 
Stumpf of Munich in 1929 intro- 
duced the use of a sheet of metal 
with multiple slits sufficient in 
number to reproduce the general 
outline of the heart. 

That basic principle had been 
employed in the new Washington 
University apparatus, Dr. Scott said. 
“The fund of information already 
gained on the physiology of move- 
ment has firmly established kymog- 
raphy as'an important method in 
research,” he said. 

Following the reading of the pa- 
per, Dr. Joseph Erlanger, professor 
of physiology, led the discussion.

Maryland Boy, 10, Hurt, Tries in 
Vain to Rouse Father and 
Other Children.

KNOXVILLE, Md., Jan. 24.—Four 
members of a family of five were 
burned to death early today when 
fire destroyed their isolated frame 
house on South Mountain near here.

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ITALY ASSAILS BRITAIN 
OVER MUTUAL AID PACT 


Charges England Went Outside 
League Covenant in Ar- 
ranging Treaty. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Jan. 24. — Italy today 
warned the nations imposing sanc- 
tions that Great Britain’s action in 
arranging a Mediterranean security 
pact constituted a “danggr for 
European peace.” 

A memorandum prepared for 
Geneva distribution to the powers 
protested that Great Britain had 


acted outside the League Covenant 
in initiating the Mediterranean dis- 
cussions. 

The move, Italy contended, was 
made in the face of Italian assur- 
ances that Italy had no desire to 
drag a “colonial conflict” into a 
European war. 

Previous Notice of Protest. 

Italy had served warning at Ge- 
neva, two days ago, that it would 
protest against the mutual assist- 
ance pact between Great Britain 
and France, Turkey, Greece and 
Yugoslavia. ‘ 

Disclosure of the  five-Power 
agreement to pool military, naval 
and air forces against any Italian 
attack was made officially through 
the League in the form of a Brit- 
ish memorandum published Wednes- 
day. 

Yugoslavia’s adherence received 
the approval of the other two mem- 
bers of the Little Entente—Ruma- 
nia and Czecho-Slovakia. 

Today's Italian memorandum 
charged that Britain, in beginning 
the interchange of assurances, acted 
on its own initiative as head of the 
League of Nations. 

It reaffirmed “explicitly” that 
Italy did not intend its colonial ac- 
tion in Ethiopia to “constitute a 
menace to European peace.” 

Hence, Italy protested, the Medi- 
terranean security actions were un- 
necessary and dangerous because 
they disclesed that military conver- 
sations had taken place between 
League members against another 
League member in preparation for 
an “arbitrary and non-existent 
hypothesis.” 

The memorandum characterized 
as unsound solidarity for each 
of “complete solidarity for each 
League nrember” should an attack, 
in violation of the League Cove- 
nant, be provoked by the applica- 
tion of sanctions. This, said the 
memorandum, would permit the 
League as a whole to countenance 
understandings reached outside its 
framework. 

Chief Points in Protest. 
High spots in the Italian memo- 
randum were: 

“Italy formulates the most for- 
mal reservation and her protest 
against the interpretation and ap- 


memorandum implied ‘complete 
solidarity of every member of the 
League with regard to that state 
which might have been attacked by 
a state breaking the covenant, 
should this attack have been gen- 
uinely provoked by provisions in 
the application of said article.’ ... 

“Italy observes ... that previous- 
ly to the aforementioned exchange 
of views, provisions of an extraor- 
dinary nature had been taken by 
Powers outside the Italo-Ethiopian 
dispute, without communicating 
them to the League and while the 
.controversy was still pending in the 
League Council, and before there 
had been an opportunity of refer-

Italy’s Pledge Recalled. 

“The agreements. . . were taken 
in anticipation of a hypothesis... 
which Italy considers not only ar- 
bitrary but totally non-existent, be- 
cause it has been contradicted .. , 
in solemn and repeated affirma- 
tions . . , that Italy’s colonial ac- 
tion never would constitute a men- 
ace to European peace. 

“The British Government men- 
tions conversations which took 
place between the French and Brit- 
ish General Staffs. Italy... must 
reserve a more precise judgment 
until she will have been able to 
take cognizance oi these agree- 
ments. These, in fact, have been 
reached by members of the League 
with reference to another member 
of the League. 

“The Italian Government  ob- 
serves . ,. . that such initiative and 
agreement of military character

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| SHIP BEING BUILT IN DRYDOCK 


SO AS TQ AVOID LAUNCHING 


ST. NAZAIRE, France, Jan. 24. 
—An experiment in shipbuilding 
has been undertaken here by the 
Loire Shipbuilding Co. to eliminate 
sliding new liners down the ways 
into the sea. 

A drydock, large enough for an 
ocean liner, 
be built below the level of the 
Loire behind huge flood gates. 

When the time comes to float 
the hull, pumps, aided by the tide, 
will do the job. Then basin then 
serves as a construction dock where 
the ship’s superstructure and all 
the finishing touches can be com- 
pleted. 

Under the drydock system, the 
completed ship can be floated to 
the sea, completely equipped and 
manned for trial runs.

LONDON, Jan. 24.—The British 
miners’ national delegate confer- 
ence, acting to avert a threatened 
general coal strike, today voted to 
accept a revised wage offer by 
mine owners in settlement of the 
dispute. The vote was 360,000 to 

112,000. 

Previously, the miners’ executive 
meeting here, had recommended ac- 
ceptance of the new offer, terms of 
which will increase a miner’s pay 
one shilling (about 25 cents) a day. 
The miners at first demanded an 
increase of two shillings a day. 


Resolution Urging Them to 
‘Refrain From Any Act 
Harmful to Peace’ Adopt- 
ed by Council.

GENEVA, Jan. 24.—The League 
of Nations Council late today adopt- 


ed a resolution, supported by both 
Soviet Russia and Uruguay, to set- 
tle the dispute between the two 
countries arising from Uruguay’s 
charges that the Soviet legation in 
Montevideo directed subversive ac- 
tivities throughout South America. 

The resolution, adopted wunani- 
mously, invited the two nations to 
refrain from any act “which might 
be harmful to the interests of peace 
and to the resumption of their dip- 
lomatic relations in the future.” It 
was introduced by Nicolas Titulescu 
of Rumania. 

Uruguay recently broke off dip- 
lomatic relations with Moscow and 
handed the Soviet Ambassador his 
passports, contending the Monte- 
video legation had been the head- 
quarters for Communist agitation 
in South American countries, in- 
cluding Brazil, where a 
was put down last November. 

After the vote, Stanley M. Bruce, 
the representative of Australia, al- 
luded to the criticisms of Italy, 
Japan and Germany expressed by 
Maxim Litvinoff, Russian Foreign 
Commissar, yesterday and said 
those observations should be inter- 
}preted merely as personal views. 

Litvinoff’s remarks yesterday led 
to a hot interchange of views 
among himself and the representa- 
tives of Italy and Uruguay.

Representatives Dobbins of Illinois, Monaghan of 
Montana, Marcantonio of New York and others either 
introduced measures along these lines or declared 
in favor of them. 

There is now a renewal of proposals of this sort, 
occasioned, no doubt, by the recent decision of the 
court knocking out the AAA. Senator Pope of Idaho 
has announced that he will introduce a bill provid- 
ing a check on the court and will work actively for 
the measure. Representatives Maverick and Cross 
of Texas and Lewis of Maryland are among those 
planning to bring similar proposals before the House. 
The argument runs that some such action must be 
taken in order to prevent invalidation of important 
and needed legislation through close divisions on 
the high bench. When the court divides 5-to-4 for 
knocking down an act of Congress, the vote of one 
man whose seat is secure becomes of greater weight, 
it is argued, than the combined strength of the ma- 
jorities in the elective Senate and House. Figures 
are rarely given, but the impression is left that the 
constitutional scales are frequently tipped in this 
delicate fashion. 

What are the facts? Exhaustive research would 
be required to show how the Supreme Court has di- 
vided in all cases during the century and a half of 
its existence. This would involve both state and 
Federal cases, and cases in which statutes have been 
upheld as well as rejected.. Our end can be served 
for all practical purposes by limiting the inquiry to 
judgments of the court in which acts of Congress 
have been invalidated. It is decisions of this sort 
which are provoking the current agitation for curb- 
ing the power of the court 

In its 146 years, only 65 acts of Congress have 
been held unconstitutional by the Supreme Court. 
Considerably more than a third of these decisions— 
27 to be exact—have been by unanimous vote. In 
the very first decision rejecting an act of Congress, 
that in Marbury vs. Madison in 1803, Chief Justice 
Marshall spoke for a united bench when he gave 
his clear exposition of the necessity for judicial 
review in our Federal system of-government. Simi- 
larly, last year, in the momentous decision throwing 
out the NRA, Chief Justice Hughes was supported 
by every other member of the court. It is worth 
recalling, too, that while the Supreme Court invali- 
dated the NRA in terms of the prohibitions of the 
Constitution, this action harmonized with the coin- 
cidental rejection of the NRA by public opinion. The 
NRA, in practical application, had already fallen 
under its own weight. 

We know now that the court’s overthrow of the 
NRA was not catastrophic. If.to some observers 
it appeared so at the time, that impression must 
have been due in part to the fortuitous circumstance 
that on the same day the court handed down two 
other decisions unfavorable to the administration. 
One of these was on the Frazier-Lemke Act, about 
which the President himself had expressed misgiv- 
ings, and the other was the court’s rebuke of the 
President for exceeding his rights in the dismissal 
of Trade Commissioner Humphrey. Both these de- 
cisions, the one addressed to an unwarranted as- 
sumption of power by Congress and the other to 
an unwarranted assumption of power by the execu- 
tive, were given by unanimous vote. 

It is a fair assumption that in the NRA and the 
Frazier-Lemke cases on the one hand, and the 
Humphrey case on the other, the Supreme Court, 
with its nine members in full concurrence, repre- 
sented the majority view of the peopie more ac- 
curately than did, respectively, Congress and the 
President. 

But it is not enough to point out that the Supreme 
Court has spoken so frequently with one voice. It 
must be noted, too, that on many occasions the di- 
vision has not been a narrow one. There have been 
seven rejections of congressional] acts by an 8-to-l 
vote, two by an 8-2 vote, 11 by a 7-to-2 vote, one by 
a 6-to-2 vote, five by a 6-to-3 vote, and two by a 
5-to-3 vote. In only 10 instances has the court lined 
up 5-to-4 in rejecting an act of Congress. One of 
these was in the case of the first Federal child labor 
law, but those who seek to make capital of that 
division seldom go on to say that the second Fed- 
eral child labor law was rejected, 8-to-1. 

We can now summarize. By adding the times the 
court has voted unanimously or by a majority of 
§-to-3 or greater, we find that the total of such de- 
cisions out of the 65 we are considering is no less 
than 63. In other words, in the great majority of 
invalidations of acts of Congress the weight of 
heavy numbers has been against the law in ques- 
tion. 

Some better reason will have to be found for 
restricting the power of the Supreme Court. The cry 
of injustice against 5-to-4 decisions overruling Con- 
gress does not stand up under the light of analysis. 
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CLEARING ROGER WILLIAMS. 

The proposal that Massachusetts, by act of its Leg- 
islature, revoke the sentence of expulsion which sent 
Roger Williams fleeing into the Rhode Island wilder- 
ness in the dead of winter three centuries ago, has 
been commended in the press, both locally and gen- 
erally. We support the movement with a reserva- 
tion. This is that the revocation shall be more than 
an empty gesture. Let the Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture first repeal the teachers’ oath law so vigorously 
opposed by teachers and professors of that State. 
To revoke the expulsion of Roger Williams without 
first killing a present-day statute which could be 
used to invade academic freedom would be to mock 
the memory of that stanch defender of human rights. 
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FRANK H. SIMONDS. 

In the death of Frank H. Simonds at Washington, 
American journalism has lost one of its outstand- 
ing men. He had done notable work before but it 
was in the World War that his powers came into full 
fruition. His dispatches as a correspondent not only 
covered the events of the day, but reflected an ex- 
traordinary grasp of conditions behind the lines. The 
complete realism of his writings, combined with a 
fine craftsmanship, gained for him a wide and ap- 
preciative audience. 

Professionally, the war never ended for Frank 
, Its conclusion opened endless vistas of 
study. In person and through his researches, he 
traveled the European continent’s every route. For | 
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years he had been listened to, here and abroad, as 
an authority on international affairs, with no end 
to serve but that of truth. In his hours of ease his 
sparkling wit contributed, beyond accounting, to the 
gaiety of many occasions. 

His passing at 58, with so much to do and such 
will and ability and vigor to do it, will be widely re- 


gretted. 
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GOD SAVE THE KING! 

His playboy days are ended. The King of England 
has entered into the full responsibilities of his her- 
itage. How will he measure up to a part which is 
yet a stellar role, even though the age of Kings, as 
the nineteenth century accepted it, is gone? That 
is a question sentimentally and intellectually upper- 
most in the hearts and minds of the people of En- 
gland, of people everywhere. 

It is the question Edward VIII must be asking 
himeelf. 

Consciously or subconsciously, he is gratefully 
aware, it may be assumed, of the friendliness in the 
world’s attitude. Beyond all doubt, he had a bright- 
ly successful career as a Prince. Every nation of 
consequence, almost, has formally or informally en- 
tertained him as a guest. Was he not the original 
Ambassador of Good Will? And in many of his 
journeyings there was a practical flavor that en- 
deared him to an era which has visited contempt 
upon idleness and exalted work and stitched a pur- 
ple hem to once despised trade. There was no lese 
majeste, no faintest accent of disrespect, in the 
world’s attitude toward the office of the Empire's 
Salesman which the turn of events had created for 
him. There was, instead, a wide and deep admira- 
tion. Somehow, it inducted him into a kinship with 
his day. 

There were the agonizing years when, still a strip- 
ling, he had done his best to be the man; had chafed 
under the restraints that denied him the privilege 
of sharing completely the hazard of war. At long 
last the benediction was pronounced—Finis La 
Guerre. And the youth of the world again could 
laugh and love and play. 

He was a keen, gay blade. Prince of the blood 
royal by birth, he was Prince Charming in his own 
right. In a sense, he was the reincarnation of 
his grandfather, who, bursting out of the chill Vic- 
torian fetters, occasionally shocked the pious and 
delighted the vast majority. Let it be remembered 
that Edward VII survived the lifted eyebrows and 
the on dits, and in a kingship, delayed so long, 
achieved providentially well for his kingdom in the 
devious art of diplomacy. 

Now the princely prelude of the grandson is ended. 
The years have brought him to maturity. But though 
he has always lived in “the fierce white light,” it 
is true, as Shaw has said, that for all that has been 
written and said about him, “curiously enough, peo- 
ple know very little about him.” 

The day of revelation has dawned. He enters 
upon his reign under auspices of uncertainty which 
have all but swept the word stability from the lex- 
icon of life. Yet he has been educated for his pro- 
fession as no other heir-apparent that ever came to 
the throne. If he has hobnobbed with “the flanneled 
fools at the wickets,” so also has he looked upon 
the degradation of the slums and the destitufion of 
the coal mines, and he knows the needs of common 
days even as he knows the splendor of possession. 

It was no perfunctory repetition of a formula with 
which Stanley Baldwin concluded his tribute to the 
royal family. There was deep sincerity, touched, it 
may be, with a trace of anxiety, in the Prime Min- 
ister’s—

MR. SULLIVAN NODS. 


Mark Sullivan writes, in an article on the judicial | 


obstacles in the way of execution of the New Deal 
program, that Mr. Roosevelt could get around the 
recent adverse decisions of the United States Su- 
preme Court by having Congress “pass an act re- 
quiring that all Justices retire at the age of 70.” 
If this were done, four of the six Justices who de- 
cided against the New Deal with respect to the AAA 
would automatically be dropped from the court. Mr. 
Sullivan, of course, does not approve any such pro- 
cedure. 

A neat trick, but it can’t be done. A reading of 
Section 1 of Article III of the Constitution will show 
why. This says that the Justices of the Supreme 
Court, as well as those of inferior Federal courts, 
“shall hold their offices during good behavior.” Only 
by death, voluntary retirement or resignation, or by 
impeachment followed by conviction, can a vacancy 
be created in a Federal court. 
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WOMAN’S PREROGATIVE. 

The attitude of the administration toward the 
courts reminds Alice Longworth of 24 years ago, 
when the “repeal of judicia! decisions” was an issue. 
Now, she says, there is increasing talk about “taking 
away the power of the courts to decide on the same 
type of questions.” Mrs. Longworth thinks it pos- 
sible that the “Bull Moose fallacies of 1912 may -be- 
come the New Deal facts of 1936.” 

In her book, “Crowded Hours,” published in 1933, 
the same Mrs. Longworth, describing her feelings 
one week prior to the election of 1912, in which her 
father, the expounder of “Bull Moose fallacies,” was 
to be defeated, she says: “We were under no illu- 
sions as to what was going to happen to us the 
following week.

ILLIAM ABERHART js, as perhaps you 
W ico. the new Premier of Alberta, Can- 

ada, a position very much like that of a 
Governor of one of the United States except 
that he is not elected by the direct votes 
of his people. Rather, he acquires his post 
as the leader of his party—in this case the 
Social Credit party—which was voted into 
power by a poverty-stricken electorate which 
is still wondering what social credit means. 
Mr. Aberhart’s party was voted into power 
because he, its spokesman, had promised to 
pay every adult citizen of Alberta, about 


. 400,000 in all, a minimum of $25 a month. 


He pgomised that minors, too, would enjoy 
the bliss their elders would know. The only 
hardship attached to these beneficences 
would be that everybody would have to 
spend as fast as they received. 

All we asked Mr. Aberhart, thereby bring- 
ing him abruptly to the end of his stock of 
patience, was where he was going to find 
the money and just how he proposed to 
accomplish his undeniably popular project. 
The treasury was as innocent of funds as 
a Monday morning sailor. To make the 
background more complete, there is Al- 
berta’s debt, which must somehow be liqui- 
dated. The province owes the world some- 
thing like $162,000,000. It is pledged by law 
to pay the farm co-operatives a subsidy of 
more than $9,000,000. Within five years, local 
banks expect the province to take up about 
$25,000,000 worth of bonds and at this mo- 
ment they are dunning Mr. Aberhart for 
$5,200,000, the amount due now, 


He explained: “Money! Currency! Cash! 
Where will the money come from? My dear 
neighbor, these dividends are not to be paid 
out in money. These dividends will be in 
the form of credit. Say you're an Albertan. 
You would be given’ a dividend book and a 
book of blank, non-negotiable certificates. 
Each month you would be required to take 
this dividend book to the State Credit House 
which we shall establish within the next 18 
months or perhaps two years. In it you will 
receive a credit entry of $25. If you are 
employed, earn, wages, your wages too will 
be entered on the credit side. Wages, too, 
should be paid in credit, you see. 

“You now desire to make a purchase of 
goods or services. You will merely fill out 
a blank non-negotiable certificate for the 
amount and sign it. You give it to the 
person with whom you have made the trans- 
action and he takes it to the Credit House 
and receives credit for so much of your 
credit, transferred to him. You wonder where 
all this credit will come from. Very well, 
this credit will be a charge against the 
natural resources of Alberta. We seek mere- 
ly to spread wealth by converting currency 
into credit and distributing credit. To en- 
courage individual enterprise and to enable 
men to provide adequately for the future 
of themselves and their loved ones, surplus 
credit may be issued from time to time 
and with it they will be permitted to pur- 
chase Government bonds—the province’s 
bonds. Be the budget balanced or unbal- 
anced, we shall go ahead with Socia! Credit. 
To get freed from public debt, we must 
transfer as soon as possible the foreign debt 
into a domestic one. Then, you see, “ll 
payments toward this liquidation of the pub- 
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lic debt will constantly circulate within Al- 
berta.” . 

Thirty years ago, Alberta became a prov- 
ince. Until 1921 she was governed by Can- 
ada’s Liberal party, which managed to go to 
extraordinary lengths to demonstrate how 
little there could be in a name. In 1921, the 
government was taken over by the United 
Farmers of Alberta. But presently the 
UFA went the way of all parties too long 
in power. Graft became so prevalent that 
people got tired of being indignant’ 

Then, one day, Calgary’s radio station 
thought that it would gain in popularity if 
Mr. Alberhart’s voice were added to its at- 
tractions. Then and there Mr, Aberhart was 
a made man. All he required was a cause. 
By tradition and conviction, he was a con- 
servative, but somehow “the system was 
wrong.” He denounces Socialism, deplores 
Fascism and shudders at Communism, Yet 
Mr. Aberhart was convinced that the world 
—and Alberta first—needed a new govern- 
mental pattern. I¢ hopped into his hand one 
evening when a member of his teaching 
corps dropped in, under his arm a book by 
one Maj. Clifford Hugh Douglas, called “So- 
cial Credit.” Mr. Aberhart had his platform, 
and the next time Alberta tuned in she 
learned that here was the answer to all her 
political problems and the solvent for her 
economic miseries, 
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It must be said that for a few days Al- 
berta was a bit mystified. Even Maj. Doug- 
las, after listening to Mr. Aberhart, appeared 
a bit baffled. There was a growing feeling 
that, while Mr. Aberhart was a fine gentle- 
man with his heart in the right place, there 
was something a trifle obscure about Social 
Credit—if Social Credit was what he said. 
A few days later, he announced that, if he 
were elected Premier and given a friendly 
parliament or legislature, his version of Maj. 
Douglas theme would pay monthly divi- 
dends. And that brought them to their feet. 
They could understand dividends. 

A few weeks before the election, it be- 
came apparent that Mr. Aberhart, Social 
Credit and $25 a month were going to take 
over the government. Oh, there were minor 
questions that wanted answering, for ex- 
ample, there were simple folks who wanted 
to know how they were going to deal in 
smal! purchases—buy cigarettes, chewing 
gum, a ride on the tram or a schooner of 
beer. And Mr. Aberhart told them that all 
they'd have to do would be to exchange 4 
non-negotiable credit certificate at the State 
Credit House for “loose change.” Just where 
that loose change was coming from was not 
so clear. 

Mr. Aberhart had scarcely reached the 
Premier's office in Edmonton before the 
rush began.

ment of the first soil conservation 
law in the U. S. From this start 
he obtained the assistance of 
Representative James P. Bu- 
chanan, Texas, in putting through 
a $150,000 appropriation for 10 soil 
experimentation stations. 

It was an obscure clause in the 
National Industrial Recovery Aet 
—inserted at the suggestion of 
Bennett—that opened the way for 
soil protection on a large scale. 

The clause authorized the ex- 
penditure of public works fund for 
erosion control. “Following this, 
Administrator Ickes set wpa PWA 
Bureau of Soil Erosion, allotted it 
$14,000,000, and—at the suggestion 
of Secretary Wallace—placed Ben- 
nett in charge. 

A year later, Bennett directed the 
drafting of the Soil Erosion Act, 
which received the active support 
of the President and was put 
through Congress. 

It created the Soil Conservation 
Bureau, under the Department of 
Agriculture, and gave it wide pow- 
érs to carry out its work. Bennett 
was made chief of the bureau and 
now supervises a vast land con- 
servation program in which are 


“1, employed 90,000 CCC youths, 30,- 
$ 000 relief workers and 5000 perma- 
nent civil service employes. 


Live-Saver. 


This Soil Erosion Act is the pres- 
ent life-saver in the administra- 
tion’s farm program dilemma. 

The law is one of the shortest 
éver enacted by Congress, yet it 
authorizes one of the most sweep- 
ing grants of power in the history 
of the Federal Government. 

Under it the Government, for the 
purpose of “preserving natural re-

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GREDLE DISHES HAVE 
FOREIGN ELEGANG 


Southern Cooks Have Retained 
Best of French and Added 
Own Ingenuity. 


Foreign dishes may be well and 
good for variety’s sake, but we 
think the cook who has not tried 
her hand at our own foreign dishes 
has certainly missed a thrill. 

To most of us Southern cooking 
is distinctly different from our ev- 


_ery-day cuisine. One goes a bit far- 


ther South; to Louisiana, and finds 
cooking that has all the elegance 
of continental cookery. 

Ranks Very High. 

Creole cooking which has taken 
the best of the French, a bit of 
Indian seasoning and a bit of pure 
ingeunity ranks among the best 
here in the States. The Creole cook 
learned one thing from her French 
forbears and that was the capacity 
for taking pains with a dish. Here 
too, time meant very little. An hour 
for a sauce would send most cooks 
off into fits of nervous hysterics. 


| necessary for turning out delicious 


dishes. 

The Creole cooks excelled in pre- 
paring sea foods. The bouille-baisse 
which was brought over from Mar- 
seilles and is a glorified fish stew 
became the Creole court-bouillon. 
File powder, a contribution by the 
Choctaw Indians and made from 
the delicate green and tender leaves 
of the sassafras plant is a seasoning 
that everyone associates with certain 
shell fish dishes which are known 
principally a “files” (pronounced 
“feel-aye”). 

Beef rump roast with vegetables 
is known as “daube.” The cakes 
and desserts are purely French, 
many of them are still served 
abroad as the Creoles serve them. 
“Babas,” or pieces of sponge cake 
soaked in rum or brandy and served 
with a sauce. 

Daube or Beef a la Mode. 
Five pounds beef, rump or round. 
One-fourth pound salt pork. 
Two large onions. 

Five carrots. 

One clove garlic. 

Two bay leaves. 

Salt, pepper and cayenne to taste. 

Sprig of thyme and parsley. 


Cut the salt pork in long thin 
strips and lard the meat by thread- 
ing it into a larding needle. Cut 
the onions in quarter and put in a 
pot with one tablespoon lard and 
brown well. Lay on the larded beef, 
cover and let simmer very slowly 
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until well browned after seasoning 
with salt, pepper and cayenne. Add |

the carrots which have been sliced, 
the clove of garlic, thyme and pars- 
ley and simmer for 10 minutes. 
Turn, and simmer on the other side 
for 10 minutes. Add two cups of 
stock or hot water to which have 
been added one giass of sherry or 
Madéira. Cover tightly and set the 
pot where it will simmer for three 
hours. 
Lentil Soup. 

One cup dried lentils. 

One quart of water. 

One small onion. 

Two sprigs of parsley. 

One bay leaf. 

One tablespoon. butter. 

One piece of red pepper pod with- 
out seeds. 

One cup chopped celery. 

Salt and pepper to taste. 

Soak the lentils over night, drain 
and place in a saucepan with the 
cold water. _Let them boil up, then 
lower the heat and simmer for 
about two hours. Melt the butter 
in a saucepan and fry in it the 
minced onion, parsley, celery and 
bay leaf and add to the lentils. Boil 
for an additional hour, adding more 
water if all the water is taken up. 
Press through a colander, season 
with salt and pepper and serve with 
oroutons, 


Buttermilk Cake. 

One cup butter or other shorten- 
ing. 

Three cups sugar. 

Two cups buttermilk. 

One-half teaspoon soda. 

Four eggs. 25 
4 Five cups flour. 

Cream the bytter, add the sugar 
and beat well. Add the egg yolks 
and continue beating until quite 
light. Dissolve the soda in one-half 
cup of the buttermilk, add the re- 
maining buttermilk and stir well. 


Add alternately to the creamed 
mixture with the sifted flour and 
beat until smooth. Fold in the stiff- 
ly beaten whites, flavor with lemon 
or vanilla and turn into a_well- 
greased tube pan. Bake in a mod- 
erate oven (350 degrees) for 45 or 
50 minutes. This makes a very 
large cake. 


Pain Perdu. 


This is a breakfast dish which 
many of us serve though we do not 
know it as “lost bread,” but rather 
as French toast. It is a splendid 
way of using leftover or stale 
bread. Break three eggs into a 
bowl and beat them well. . Add one- 
fourth cup sugar, one teaspoon 
orange flower water, a little grated 
lemon rind and three tablespoons 
milk. Continue beating until sugar 
is dissolved. Cut the bread in 
rounds or diamonds, soak in the 
mixture and allow to _ stdnd for 
about half an hour. Fry in a fry- 
ing pan with hot lard, drain on 
brown paper and _ sprinkle with 
powdered sugar and a little nut- 
meg. These must be served very 
hot. 


Cauliflower en Casserole. 


Separate one head of cauliflower 
into flowerlets and boil until ten- 
der, then drain. Lay in a buttered 
casserole, keeping pieces as unbrok- 
en as possible. Make a white sauce 
of three tablespoons butter, three 
tablespoons flour, one and three- 
fourths cups milk, one-half tea- 
spoon salt and a few grains of 
pepper. Simmer one cup of canned 
peas for three or four minutes, and 
pass them through a sieve. Add 
to the white sauce. Pour over the 
cauliflower and cover with crumbs. 
Brown in a hot oven.

By Food Minerals 


Calcium, Phosphorus and Iron Are Needed 


to Promote 


Growth. 


Best Body 


Minerals, as the word is common- 
ly understood, do not seem much 


like food. Calcium in the form of 
marble, phosphorus in the phosphate 


fertilizers, or iron hard and strong 
enough to bridge a river, do not 
appeal to the appetite, to say the 


least. Calcium, phosphorus, and iron, 


however, and some other mineral 
elements are indispensable building 
materials for the human body. Cal- 
eium and phosphorus are used 
chiefly to make bones and teeth. 
Tron is needed especially. in the 


blood. The body must get these ma- 


terials in its food and a shortage 
of any one of them very soon causes 
trouble in the body. 

There need not be a shortage, 
however, says the Bureau of Home 
Economics of the U. 8. Department 
of Agriculture. We can get the min- 
eral elements we need by choosing 
the foods that provide them in the 
form of “mineral salts,” or other 
digestible compounds. Plants use 
mineral substances, which they take 
direct from the soil. We eat plants, 
we also eat animals that have eaten 
‘plants, and in the plant tissues 
which compose vegetables and 
fruits, and in the animal tissues that 
furnish meats, poultry and fish, or 
in animal products in the form of 
milk and eggs, we get those same 
1 errata in forms which we can as- 

e. 

Minerals in All Foods. 

Practically, then, our problem is 
one of selecting foods for their min- 
val value, just as we select for en- 
ergy, protein, and other values. And 
here, once more, foods vary. Nearly 
all foods contain at least a trace of 


each important mineral, some are 


rich in one or more of the miner- 
als. The food most useful as a 
source of calcium, milk, though rich 
also in phosphorus. is poor in iron. 
And eggs, rich in phosphorus and 
iron, carry practically all their cal- 
cium in the shell. And so on through 
many variations and grades 
value, 

The body requires more of some 


minerals than others. It requires a 
lot of calcium, which is not abun- 
dant in many foods, and a lot of 
phosphorus which is plentiful in 
many foods. It requires only a lit- 


in 


be plenty of iron in the diet to make 
good red blood. 

Phosphorus is found in many 
foods. Particularly rich in phos- 
phorus are milk and cheese, eggs, 
meat, fish, oysters, lobster, shrimp, 
clams, beans and peas, whole grains, 
cornmeal and some of the greens— 
so many different kinds of foods 
that we are almost sure to get 
enough phosphorus. 

Sea Food Has Essentials. 
Although most foods contain at 
least a trace of all the food miner- 
als, foods rich in all three of the 
essential minerals here discussed 
are exceptional. Two sea _ foods, 
oysters and shrimps, are rich in all 
three—calcium, phosphorus and 
iron, Milk is rich in both calcium 
and phosphorus, and so are clams 
and lobsters. As to calcium and 
iron together, only the greens and 
the syrups (molasses, sorghum 
syrup, and sugarcane syrup) are 
rich in both these minerals. A good 
many foods are rich in phosphorus 
and iron, but this combination is 
less important because phosphorus 
is abundant in so many foods. 
When it comes to planning meals, 
foods rich in bone and blood build- 
ing minerals are of course among 
the essentials, along with carbo- 
hydrate foods and: fats for energy, 
and protein-rich foods for muscle 
building. For example, says the 
Bureau of Home Economics: A 
breakfast including dried apricots 
or peaches, cereal and milk, and 
whole-wheat toast provides a good 
supply of calcium, phosphorus and 


milk-stew, or an egg salad with a 
glass of milk and gingerbread, 
would be rich in these minerals, az 
would also a dinner including a 
milk soup, lean meat or liver, and 
greens of some kind, or, if there is 
no meat, baked beans, brown bread 
and greens or a green salad. 


For Tender Greens. 
Steam tender greens, don’t boil 
them, and when they are about half 
done, add a couple of tablespoons of 
butter or oil to them to give a sav- 
ory flavor. 

Sliced ripe bananas on top of 
ready cereal sprinkled with sugar 
and served with hot milk are de- 
licious.

OLD WORLD COOKING 
FOR CHEAPER CUTS 


Marinades or Fruits Improve 
Flavor and Tenderness 
of These Meats. 


————— 


In this day of new cookery com- 
binations we have accustomed our 
palates to the combination of acid 
fruits, or just fruits, with meats of 


all kinds. The ham-pineapple com- 
bination, which was the first to put 
in appearance, is no longer strange 
to us. Even lamb chops and peach 
halves are considered everyday 
dishes. 

The combination of acid fruit and 
meats, especially the cheaper meat 
cuts, is one of the culinary tricks 
of old world cooks. Anyone who 
has eaten German food either here 
or abroad, is well acquainted with 
the famous “Sauerbraten,” which is 
simply a piece of chuck or rump 
marinated with vinegar and spices. 

Must Have Moist Heat. 

The less demanded cuts are usual- 
ly the less tender ones and must 
have moist heat such as stewing 
or braising. The addition of acids, 
whether vinegar or fruit juices, 
helps to make these cuts more 
tender. Tomato juice, lemon or 
sour cream may be used in place 
of the vinegar. 


Noodles or dumplings are the ac- 
cepted partners for sauerbraten | 
and, of course, a rich thick gravy | 
which may be made by the addi-| 
tion of sour cream or flour and 
water. 

Sauerbrauten. 

Four pounds rump or chuck. 

Two cups vinegar. 

Two quarts water. 

Three bay leaves, eight pepper- 
corns, one clove, tied in cheese- 
cloth, 

One tablespoon salt. 

One-fourth teaspoon allspice. | 

One and one-half tablespoons 
flour. 

Three tablespoons fat. 

Two carrots, cut in finger lengths. 
Eight onions, cut in eighths. 
Twenty ginger snaps. 

One tablespoon brown sugar. 
Three-fourths teaspoon pepper. 
Cover meat with vinegar and 
water mixture and add spices tied 
in cheesecloth. Cover and hold 
down with weight. Allow to stand 
in refrigerator two days. Remove 
meat, dry and rub well with salt, 
pepper and allspice. Dust with 
flour. Brown in hot fat or drip- 
pings on all sides. Add onions and 
carrots. Add one or two cups of 
spiced vinegar, three peppercorns, 
pinch of bay leaf and one clove 
that were in bag. Cook meat in 
Dutch oven, or well covered, over 
low fire for one and three-fourths 


to two hours. Crumble ginger snaps 


in gravy and cook for 10 to 12 
minutes. Add brown sugar if de- 
sired. 

The French cooks offer a choice 
stew to which lemon juice gives an 
unusually delicate flavor: 

Beef and Apricot Stew. 

One cup dried apricots 

Three pounds flank meat 

Three tablespoons fat 

One cup diced celery 

Salt and pepper 

One tablespoon minced onion 

Shreds of lemon rind. 

Soak the apricots overnight. Have 
the meat cut in one-inch cubes 
Brown in the fat. Add a small 
amount of hot water and simmer 
about two hours or until nearly 
done. Add the apricots and the 
celery. Season with salt, pepper, 
minced onion and a few shreds of 
lemonrind. Cover and simmer until 
the meat is tender. Thicken the 
liquid around the stew with a little 
flour smoothed in cold water. Serve 
in the center of a platter surround- 
ed by a border of boiled rice. 

But most popular of all with the 
American people is a well known 
recipe which uses the same princi- 
ple as those of our foreign neigh- 
bors. There are many variations of 
this recipe but the most delicious of 
all is this one. 

Pot-Roast With Prunes. 

Three or four pounds of chuck or

Galcium, then, needs special at- 
tention.

For a great number of us cake is 
not cake unless it is topped by a 
luscious white icing which is gen- 
erously sprinkled with coconut, In- 
deed, coconut makes a party cake 


out of the most simple and unas- 
suming sweet. 

Fresh coconuts are in the market 
just now and you may grate your 
own. Of course, if you prefer to 
leave the task of cracking and 
grating the nut to someone else, 
you can always find coconut in 
containers in moist or dry form. 


Used in Cakes. 

Coconut may be used in cakes 
or in cookies. A little of it sprin- 
kled over sliced oranges or pineap- 
ple makes a Southern dessert which 
was rightly known as ambrosia. For 
a doubly rich cake use the coco- 
nut milk as the liquid instead of 
milk in your cake batter, or use 
a mixture of half and half. The 
flavor of these cakes is always de- 
lightfully nutty. 

To get back to our icings: Do 
not hesitate to use the recipe for a 
simple two-egg or plain cake. The 
icings and fillings given below will 
turn any plain cake into a delecta- 
ble dessert. You can economize 
and still have a cake that may put 
in appearance at any party or 
gathering. 

Coconut Boiled Frosting. 


One and one-half cups sugar. 

One-half teaspoon light syrup. 

Two-thirds cup boiling water. 

Two egg whites, stiffly beaten. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

One and one-half cups moist co- 
conut, 

Combine sugar, syrup and wa- 
ter. Bring quickly to a boil, stir- 
ring only until sugar is dissolved. 
Boil rapidly without stirring until 
a small amount of syrup forms a 
soft ball in cold water, or spins a 
long thread when dropped from 
tip of spoon (240 degrees F.). Pour 
syrup in fine stream over egg 
whites, beating constantly. Add 
vanilla. Continue beating with ro- 
tary egg beater 10 to 15 minutes. 
or until frosting is cool and of 


right consistency to spread. Use

beater. Spread on cake. Sprinkle 
thickly with coconut while frosting 
is still soft. Makes enough frost- 
ing to cover tops and sides of two 
nine-inch layers, or top and sides 
of 8x8x2-inch cake, or about two 
dozen cup cakes.

Three tablespoons butter

Stir 
in three-fourths cup of milk and 
continue stirring until well blended. 
Turn out mixture into cake tins 
and pat smooth. Bake in a hot 
oven (450 degrees) for about 18 
minutes. 

When done turn out on a cake 
and split into uniform halves, using 
a strong white thread. Transfer 
the lower half to a serving plate, 
brush with melted butter and then 
cover with fruit. Place top layer 
on and dress with butter and fruit 
and top with whipped cream and 
some sliced fruit. 

To make individual shortcakes 
which many housewives prefer, turn 
the dough out on the pastry board, 
pat to half an inch thickness and 
cut with a good sized cutter. Put 
two of these biscuits together with 
butter and bake in a hot oven for 
about 15 minutes.

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Aristocratic Defender of Soviet Russia 


Irina Skariatina Blakeslee, Of Noble Lineage, Would Not Restore Old Order

MORE vivid exemplification of 
A how complete has been the 
Russian revolution — in one: 
instance, at least—could not be of- 
fered by any Communist propagan- 
dist than is presented in the 
lee. If they tolerated titles in Rus- 
sia, Stalin ought to name her Ex- 
hibit A. 
She was born a princess of an 
ancient and honored house, the 
daughter of Princess Mary Lobanov 
and Gen. Wladimir Skariatine, 
granddaughter of Prince Paske- 
vitch, Viceroy of Poland, Prince of 
Warsaw, Count of Erivan and Field 
Marshal of Russia. She was reared 
in the luxury enjoyed by the high- 
est nobility of the imperial realm. 
As a debutante she was maid of 
honor to the Czarina. 
Now ask her innocently if she 
would like to go back to that glam- 
orous existence and she almost 
bowls you over with her sharp re- 
tort: “Merciful heavens, no! It is 
laughable, that question.” More 
patiently she explains, “The autoc- 
racy to which I was born was a 
glaring anachronism in the twen- 
tieth century.” 
That sentiment expressed in five 
books she has written on present 
conditions in Russia is why the for- 
mer Princess Irina was the first 
and remains about the only aristo- 
cratic Russian expatriate allowed to 
travel freely over the Soviet Union 
and report her observations to the 
outside world. Recently she _ re- 
turned from her third visit. A 
sixth book will be about the new 
civilization of Siberia and will be 
called “Trans-Siberian Express!” 
She is not a propagandist, she 
insists. She does not belong to the 
Communist party, but Communism 
could have no more ardent unoffi- 
cial ambassador. 
Because of her background she 
is welcomed by what Communists 
would call “bourgeois” audiences. 
Sometimes she is amused at situa- 
tions she finds herself in, as when 
she addressed a fashionable gath- 
ering at the St. Louis) Women’s 
Club here three years ago at the 
time of the banking crisis. “The 
ladies had got their men out in 
swallow tails,” she related. “They 
sat on gilt chairs and listened to 
me talk favorably of Commuuism. 
With the threat of a political dic- 
tatorship in the air, they couldn’t 
have been very comfortable, but 


‘they were too polite to disagree 


with me. As a matter of fact,” 
she added, “I like questions. I do 
not get upset by honest differences 
of opinion.” 

Possibly some of her audiences 
—she addressed an aggregation of 
150,000 persons on her last lecture 
tour—expect to find a Princess 
decked out in regal finery and the 
jewels always associated with im- 
perial Russia. Instead, they find a 
plain little woman, more sprightly 
than dignified, with a wide smile 
for all her earnestness. She is a 
rapid talker with scarcely a trace 
of foreign accent and does not pre- 
pare her addresses in advance, she 
says. 

“IT could not confine myself to 
a manuscript, but just get me talk- 
ing on any phase of the situation 
in Russia and I can go on forever. 
There is so much to tell.” She had 
just arrived at Hotel Chase after a 
night on the sleeper, had had no 
breakfast yet, but talked steadily 
as she moved briskly about  un-

in this and other lands who 
still cherish the idea of a restora- 
tion of the monarchy. “That's the 
way they speak of them in Russia. 
Commiseratingly. Two men were 
sent over by a White Russian or- 
ganization in this country to spy 
out the prospects. They met the 
certain fate to be expected by spies. 
Yet the official and popular atti- 
tude was not that of personal ani- 
mosity. ‘Pool devils,’ said the popu- 
lace, ‘it is not they who are to 
blame, but the organization that 
sent them.’ 

“Oh, it hasn’t been a picnic, the 
revolution!” she exclaimed. “- 
know. I was through it all.” She 
told of how her father and mother 
had been killed by the rabble in the 
streets. “Not by official order. Just 
by those who like to fish in muddy 
waters,” she explained. How she 
was imprisoned and was awaiting 
sentence to be shot when, very ill, 
her plight was discovered by an 
American relief commission whose 
members induced the Bolsheviks to 
allow her to leave the country on 
a passport. 

She came to America in 1922, 
worked in a department store in 
Chicago, taught French and Ger- 
man, “managed to get along.” In 
1930 she married Victor F. Blakes- 
lee, a retired naval officer, and be- 
came a naturalized citizen. 

“T can tell you about the famine. 
I lived on dried fish and potatoes 
for five years. I lived through the 
Red terror, but I am not one who 
could not see method in the mad- 
ness,” she continued. “There are 
old people in Russia, survivors of 
the old regime, who never will con- 
form, Quite logically they are be- 
ing wiped out. I sympathize with 
them inasmuch as they did not

have my particular training and 
preparation for eventualities. My 
mother was a liberal thinker and a 
student of politics long before the 
revolution. She placed me under a 
professor who was still more lib- 
eral and who prepared me magnif- 
icently for what he felt convinced 
was sure to come. Then at the out- 
break of the war, when, in order 
to be useful, I began medical train- 
ing, I fell under the influence of a 
doctor of extremely liberal politi- 
cal beliefs. 

“With the first revolution which 
was more of a counter Red move- 
ment under Kerensky, I was ready 
to sympathize. With the rise of 
Lenin, I had to do a lot of think- 
ing and reading of Karl Marx. It 
was a gradual progress, not a quick 
jump from one extreme of thought 
to the other. 

“Now, because I have profited 
from my learning and experience 
and am able to go back to Russia 
and because I write books about 
it, there are always groups of my 


fellow emigres who accuse me of 

selling out, selling my birthright to 

the Communists. Twice I have 
sued for slander, each time winning 
my case, but now, I just say, ‘God 
bless them. Let them keep their 
opinions of me.’

“ GO back to Russia and I see 
what is taking place,” she 
said, seating herself cross- 

legged in the middle of her bed. 

“The old Russia of my childhood 

seems like a dream, a very happy 

and picturesque dream where I was 
concerned, but nevertheless, some- 
thing that has no relation to pres- 
ent day realities. Then a ruling 
class, a small minority, had a su- 
per-culture, while between them 
and the medieval ignorant peas- 
antry was an abysmal chasm.

never be. 

Little children pull their mother’s 
hair, slap her face with their soft 
hands, not in anger, but in affec- 
tion. They do not know they hurt 
It is then that mother gently re- 
moves the little hands and says, 
“No, no,” firmly, and sets the baby 
If she does 
that he will not think of slapping 
and kicking her to make her go his 
way when he is 6 years old, or at 
any other age. 

Right training, given at the right 


_time, prevents any need of spank- 
_ing, but if that training has been 


omitted and a child strikes his 
mother in anger, I would agree 
with Miss Lavinia’s remedy. Love 
never leads children into error. 
Love leads, or drives them inte 
right ways. Love is not weak. It is 
forceful beyond measure.

A red patent leather crown 
‘enhances a rough straw sailor while 
a navy Homburg that is felt on one 
side and straw on the other is 
slashed to make way for a wide 
band of purple grosgrain. Each of 
these hats adds gloves of the same 
shade as the trimming, A bow of 
Chinese blue ribbon, either gros- 
grain or velvet, will be the strik- 
ing note on a black or navy hat. 
A belt of tan or other colored pat- 
ent leather helps a black derby to 
look feminine. 


Suit hats are shown in greatest 
numbers at present but since there 
are so many different types of 
suits there must be many different 
types of hats. Although brimmed 
models in the mannish versions are 
most pronounced close-fitting little 
hats have been designed to please 
those who know they do best to let 
the brims alone. The pillbox ap- 
pears in an extensive array of ma- 
terials and adaptations. Taffeta is 
a popular material for early spring 
wear and toyo a leader among the 
straws.

teresting folded crowns and con- 
trasting ribbon trimming as well as 
those of Spanish origin that look 
much like glorified sailor caps and 
are most effective when made of 
the material of a coat or suit. 

Little caps which have high, 
peaked crowns are made of a va- 
riety of materials and straw fab- 
rics. They are Chinese in their in- 
spiration and quite adaptable to dif- 
ferent needs. This point was illus- 
trated in a showing of one leading 
dress company which had a mil- 
linery designer to make up the hat 
in different materials and colors to 
wear with all dress models. 

Off-the-face hats are definitely on 
the head, which means. that they 
have deep crowns that come down 
well to cover the hair at the back. 
A flaring veil usually covers the 
forehead, but one stunning off-the- 
face hat of black fabric has its 
high, pointed brim edged with a 
fluting of white pique. Another of 
a lacy straw fabric uses a garland 
of dainty pink flowers to outline its 
upturned brim. 

There is as much variation in the

Under ordinary circumstances, 
therefore, our diet contains suffici- 
ent replacement of the mineral 
salts without the necessity of wor- 
rying about it. In fact, under ordi- 
nary circumstances, our diet con- 
tains much more of certain salts 
than is absolutely necessary. 

For instance, we probably take in 
about 20 of sodium chloride 
(common salt) a day. This is equiv- 
alent to a heaping tablespoon. Not 
all of this, of course, is taken as 
salt per se. There is sodium chloride 
in nearly all of our foods—milk, 
bread, meats, vegetables, and a 
good deal is added in the process 
of cooking. We could get along on 
probably two grams of sodium 
chloride a day. 
CALCIUM. 


Th calcium content in an average 
diet is from 50 to 100 per cent above 
the minimum needs. The only ele- 
ment that appears to be likely to 
Tange around minimum standards 
is phosphorus. Sherman is of the 
opinion that the average American 
dietary is closer to the lowest phos- 
phorus requirement than is always 
safe, and suggests that perhaps 
some cases of malnutrition are due 
to insufficiency of phosphorus. 

Foods which contain a large 
amount of phosphorus are egg yolk, 
lean beef, cheese, wheat, beans, 
‘nuts 


Sulphur is closely linked to pro- 
tein and especiall." muscle metabol- 
ism, and the nitrogen and sulphur 

_ excretion of the body is closely par- 
allel, which means that sulphur 
leaves the body mostly in some form 
.of protein combination. Likewise the 
greater part of sulphur enters the 
body in organic combinations, chief- 
ly as proteins. Beef, eggs, milk, 
bread, oatmeal, beans, peas and po- 
tatoes contain good amounts of 
- sulphur. 

Tron does not leave the body in 
very large quantities. The iron in 
combination in the body is broken 
down (i. e., destruction of red blood 
cells) but is re-absorbed and used 
again to build new cells. Thus o. ly 
in the presence of hemorrhage or 
rapid growth is it necessary for the 
diet to contain a large amount of 
iron. In infants this has been found 
somewhat of a problem, because 
milk is quite deficient in iron, and 
infants on an exclusive milk diet 
may suffer from anemia in conse- 
quence.
